Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what 
was discussed: The examiner phoned Mr. Kilyk to let him know that an action would soon be 
forthcoming for this application. Sequence compliance was discussed with regard to the 
sequences in Figure 23 and with regard to the need for a statement as to there being no New 
Matter for any supplemental sequence listing. The examiner explained why the proposed 
amendment of claim 68 from the response of 4/29/2002 hasn't been entered. Further, the 
examiner indicated rejections under U.S.C. 1 12 2 nd paragraph that are being made in the instant 
action. The need for a certified English translation of the German foreign priority document was 
also discussed along with the rejections that are necessitated over Messerle et al and U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,277,621 due to the fact that the foreign priority claim hasn't been perfected. The rationale 



for rejection of claims 71-72 over the Messerle et al art of record was also explained. Mr. Kilyk 
was notified that at least one reference had been identified that is 102(b) art against the broadest 
pending claims (i.e. Luckow, et al.). Mr. Kilyk was informed there is a possibility of the need 
for an interference proceeding for the broadest of the pending claims and the broadest claims 
from the '621 patent.
